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DETAILED ACTION 
The Examiner has acknowledged Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1- 
5, 7-9, 11,12 and 15 without traverse. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5, 7-9, 11,12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

There is lack of antecedent basis for the limitation "the terrain". Further, it is not 
clear in what direction the tower pivot axle is located from the finishing cut point. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign courttry or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Moulson (US Patent 4,281 ,693) or Roberson (US Patent 4,850,409) or 
Oldenburg (US Patent 3,941,174). 

The device of Moulson, Roberson or Oldenburg reads on the limitation of the 
claims including a structure (combination of 1 16 and 1 10, 20 or 23 and 26, 
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respectively), a chain saw guide (6 and fig. 3, 30 and fig. 3 or 14), securing tower 
pivotally supported by a tower pivot mounted upon the structure (18, 22 or 27), the 
chain saw guide pivotally supported by a chain saw guide pivot mounted upon the 
structure (fig. 2, 24 or 24) and the chain saw guide is linked to the tower to limit 
downward rotation (It should be noted that the Examiner takes the position that the 
forward projection 10 mounted horizontally on chain saw guide 6, as seen in figure 2 of 
Moulson, would limit downward rotation of the guide). It should be noted that the tower 
pivoting of the device of Moulson, Roberson or Oldenburg would be displaced along an 
arc defined between the chain saw guide pivot and tower pivot as seen in figure 2 of 
Moulson and through the linkage between elements 14 and 16 of Roberson and 23 and 
26 of Oldenburg.
